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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant showing in page 6 of specification 
describing the step of conditioning (or roughening) the pad after polishing the wafer is acknowledged; however, this has nothing to do or 
teaches anything about "not roughening the polishing pad between polishinng the first and second portions of the material." The fact that 
the conditioning (roughening) is taught to be done after polishing steps of the wafer doesn't teach that it is not done in between the first 
and second polishing step. In contrary to applicant's argument that "not roughening the polishing pad between polishing the first and 
second portions of the material" is taught in page 6 of the specification, page 6 line 19-20 teaches that the conditioning (roughening) can 
be done in situ and while the wafer is being polished. This would certainly teaches roughening the polishing pad between polishinng the 
first and second portions of the material Furthermore, MPEP, 2173.05(i) says that the mere absence of a positive recitation is not basis 
for an exclusion. Any claim containing a negative limitation which does not have basis in the orginal disclousre should be rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph as failing to comply with the written description requirement.
